ray efforts to provide an informative and readable column. Back when I started editing the 
column over five years ago we regularly got 9 to 12 contributors. I wonder how much longer it'll 
be worthwhile to write this column - after all, if nobody can be bothered to provide loggings 
(except for that small, loyal, group of regular contributors) why should / be bothered to spend 
quite a few hours of my very limited leisure time each month doing it? 

If you're an ACE member who doesn't want to have to use online sources of information for the 
hobby and you haven't bothered to send in loggings before, now might be a real good lime to do 
so - before the column goes away due to lack of input - which is likely to be sooner rather than 
later. 

No loggings from me this month - I find myself having to work 60 hour weeks from 2200 thru 
1000 five days a week due to the household having lost one of its two incomes. Add in the best 
part of two hours each day commuting and that leaves very little time for actually enjoying being 
alive. Or listening to the radio. 

I'm slowly getting the radio room together. Not easy though with so little time all of a sudden. 
Okay, that's it for this month - Krusty'll be complaining if I don't get this off to him. 



PROPAGATION 



What it be: 

Okay, just like the sea, radio waves below a certain frequency display tide-like behavior that 
dependent upon the time of day at your location and at the target location. (Am, me hearties 
•lis a most appropriate metaphor!) Listen for a given area at one lime and you'll hear nothii 
Listen, say, twelve hours later and you'll hear find you're looking for. That's a real simj 
description of a very complex subject. 

The tables below can be looked upon as being like tide charts for a certain part of the world an( 



frequencies month by month and I produce tables that roughly divide the USA into eastern, 
central and western sections and the propagation paths between them. 

If you live, say, in Boston and want to try to listen for KMUD out in the western part of the 
country, you would check the table that says "Philadelphia, PA to Los Angeles, CA". This chart 
shows the radio "tides" between the two points that approximate where you are and where 
KMUD might be. Now look at the height of the bars - between 0200 and 0900 (that's UTC) 
looks to offer the best cast-west listening path for you. Likewise, 1600-2100 might not be the 
best time to listen. 

Caveat: These charts are rough guides only - radio propagation is 
Republican Senator who believes that poor folk need a break more th 
do - you sometimes hear the darnedest things come out of nowhere 
Use them as a guide hut dan 7 lei it slap you listening for a target when it 
its poorest -just use them as indicators of 'best chances"! 

If you want to do more serious reading about propagation the book "The New Shortwave 
Propagation Handbook" is a pretty good read on the subject and even us po' folks who can't 
afford RX-340S can understand it!
